Raoul Wallenberg may have been alive in 197S :>till» and a new 
witness has stepped forward who has seen WalU'iihcrg many tires In 
different Soviet prisons from li)52 to 1959 • in other words^ long 
after 1947 which the Soviet atithoi ities r,:i\c as the dote of his 
death. 

The new witness^ Abraham KaMnski, y^u*>r.\ I>N interviewed by phone 
thinks that Wallenberg is still alive.

One 
has the strong feeling that they feel th.ir with the great suffering 
of the Soviet socienty during the Second i\t>rld War in mind Sweden 
ought to step interesting itself in one single human fate. No Soviet 
efforts to bring clarity over what h.ij>pcneJ tr Raoul Wallenberg have 
evidenced themselves since rjr»” when it was explained that he had 
died ten years earlier. 

The Soviets ought to renli.o very well that the Swedish autho- 
rities have exairined the CTinent new evidence carefully before they 
made another appeal to the Seviet Union a couple of weeks ago. The 
answer from the Soviet Union is net only unsatisfactory. It is 
also formed as a nonchalant rebuff. Nothing indicates that they 
have tried in any way to examine the new information. 

Obviously thi Swedish riovernront cannot be satisfied with this 
answer.

Under the strictest sccrccy a new and sensational activity has 
developed in the case of Laoul Wallenbery • After new testimony that 
Wallenberg was in the Vladimir prison in the Soviet Union in 196R 
and that the 8wede was seen in a hospital in Moscow 1975, the Soviet 
Ambassador in Stockholm was summoned to the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs (MFA) on 5 January* 

A note, signed by Prime Minister Ola Ullsten, was given to him. 
The Swedish Government demanded that Wallenberg should be released. 

The official Russian answer came Wednesday: The Soviet Govern- 

ment sticks to its earlier reply that Raoul Wallenberg died in the 
Lyubyanka prison in Moscow in 1947* 

The Swedish note is the first in 14 years which a Swedish govern 
went has sent in the Raoul Wallenberg affair, which has been an irri- 
tation for the Swedish-Soviet relations ever since Wallenberg was 
arrested in 1945 and taken to Russia. 

The Swedish Government believes the nev* evidence, which also 
supports earlier testimony in the case of U.ioul Wallenberg. 

It is said in the Russian note, amon^ other things, that the 
information was investigated, hut that it is not true. It is stated 
that the allegation that Wallenberg was seen alive in Moscow in 1975 
has nothing to do with rea lity* 

The Swedish Government acted fast after one of the new witnesses 
the Pole Abraham Kalinski, was questioned by Under Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs Leif LeiflanH and Head of Department Svend flird- 
man in New York on 20 December last year. 

Abraham Kalinski was in Moscow in 194S alveady as '^military 
representative of the Polish Army with the Soviet People's Commis- 
sariat for the Defense." tte was arrested later and has been in 
various prisons in the Soviet Union. 

Kalinski has, among other things, been able to confirm iniorma- 
tion to the Swedish Governit .t to the effect that a certain person 
had seen Raoul Wallenberg in a hot;pital in Moscow. 

The following is excerpts ot Kal inski's report: 




The first time Kalin.^Vi heurj any ttinticn of Raoul hallenberg 
was in a prison in Vershneurisk in 1951. A cell mate cf Kalinski 
had been in the same cell ;i5 the Suoile that year. 

According tc Wallenberg*', ovr uords^ he bad been arrested by 
the Soviet authorities in biulapcsl in the beginning of 1945. After 
a few days confined to the y.o\ict garrison > he was sent together 
with other prisoners to Moscov», Me was placed ; i the I yubyanka 
Prison until he was sent to Vcrchneuralsl . 

WallenbevR had been sontcnco * **in cent um;icinm*’ to 25 years in 
prison for *’espionage.**

In the year of 1955 Uallenberg was transferred to Aleksandrov- 
skiy Central » which was an old C:.ari«t pri«on in the Irkutsk oblast. 

In 1955 Wallenberg and othe ^ were taken tc the Vladimir Prison 

about 18.5 miles outside Moscow. 

Kalinski was in cell Vo. 21 i!i a bospital Mock in the Vladimir 
Prison in the beginning of I95f*. The Georgian prisoner Simon Gogo- 
beridte was taken to that cell, and he rcpoitcd that I’aoul Wallenberg 
and another prisoners were placed in cell No. 25 in block 2 at the 
same time. 

Block No. 2 was called *’the hospital hlcck*‘> but it mainly con- 
tained special isolated prisoners. 

Kalinski was released from tlie pri.<c*n on 29 October 1959. At 
that time Raoul Wallenberg, tl;c former Socictary of Georgians Cen- 
tral Coinwittce, and one of tbc Russian sccurit> chief Berta's assis- 

tants, Shariya, were still in cell 25, hlocV \o. 2, in the Vladimir 
Prison. 

Kalinski met his former cell mate Sinon Gogoberidze, who had 
been released nnd was living in Tiflis, in the year of 1968. 

Gogoberidze reported that Raoul Wallenberg wa^» still (1968) in 
cell 25 together with a colore!, 

Kalinski reports that foreign prisoner^ aic in prisons, not in 
labor camps. 

In Soviet labor canp.^ you must, according to Kalinski, be strong 
in order not to siiciMirb from cxh.'.u.stiiig work, hu.y. er, and cold.

Raoul Wallenberg, born on 4 August 1912, was sent by the Swedish

very unconventionally to save these people who were sentenced to death. 

According to Ambassador Ter Anger, who Raoul's friend in 
Budapest, the youn.-. Swede saved tlic lives of close to 100,000 Hunga- 
rian Jews.

In the year of 1957, after a number of /vedish notes, the Rus- 
sian Governnent reported that Taoul Wallvtilcrt' (or *the prisoner 
Wallenberg**) had died in the i.vubyanVa prison in Moscow in the sun- 
mer of 194*. 

A number of witnesses, whom the Coverrment consider reliable, 
have reported that thov have sten Raoul WaHonberg alive far into 
the I960*s. 

The Russian I'ro lessor Alexander Myasnikov reported to his Swe- 
dish colleague. Professor Nanna Svartz, that Raoul Wallenberg was 
in a Rental hospit.il in 1961. 

Prime Minister Tagc Irlardcr requested in a note to the Russian 
Governmont that Raoul Kallonberg, on basis of Nanna Svartz’ report, 
be brought hone to Sweden. 

The Russian Govei nment denied that Kullcnberg lived in 1961. 

In 1964 Frlar.der took the Kallenberg case up with Khrushchev 
when the latter visited Sweden. Khrushchev got so furious that he 
threatened to cut the visit short. 

Since then tlu^re have been no diplon>atic actions, as far as 
we known, until no\; when Ola Ullsten gave the s» nsational note to 
the Soviet Union on 3 Januar> this year.

he is going to become front page news on a completely different occa- 
sion than the legal action against the American government. He lives 
with relatives in the New ^ork suburb Queens and is going back to his 

home in Israel in the beginning of rebruary. The briefcase is full 

of evidence, reports, and articles » and he answers all questions 
calmly at a speedily arranged press conference in a Manhattan hotel 
Friday, 



Thought He Got Out 

Why didn't he call attention to the fact that Wallenberg pos- 
sibly was alive .s late as 1975 earlier? 

**Dear God," he says, and strokes the slightly graying hair. 

"I was certain that Wallenberg had gotten out long ago. Without 
the notice in the Israelian newspaper I would still have been think- 
ing so." 

His story, certain parts of which also are Wallenberg's, is that 
he in 1945 as a Polish military observer in Moscow was arrested on 
false grounds (this is why ho has brought legal action against the

Both Kal inski and Wallenberg spent the years from 1953 to 1955 
in the Irkutsk prison. He often waved to him there in the prison 
yard. In 19S5 Kalinski, Muntheis, and WiPenberg were transferred 
to the prison in Vladimir, where Wallenberg shared a cell with Be*'i»'s 
deputy, Mamolov. They became vciy pood fi lends. In 1959 Kalinski was 
pardoned and was rehabilitated ix; Russia. Two days before he left the 
prison he saw Wallenberg who, according t«.

•’No» it is definitely not true/* Kalinski says. ”I saw hin my- 
self both in 1952 on the train trip and in the Vladimir Prison until 
1959. They x;ere treated worse than I. got salt fish but no water. 
There was also a priest from La^-via in Wallenberg’s cell.” 

How can Kalinski explain that Kalichbcrg has survived 34 long 
years of inprisonment « 

"It is possible, although it is under poor conditions, lie has 
been in prison and not in prison camps. You don’t survive prison 
camps/* says Kalinski, who saw Kallcnberg ns late as 27 October l&SO, 
two Jays before he hinself was released. Puring the years from 1952 
to 19S9 he saw Wallenberg three-feur times during the week and could 
wave to him from his cell.

Serious testimony to the offrct that Raoul Wallenberg lived as 
late as in 1975 has caused the tjrst Suedisli diplomatic action in 
this case in fourteen years. The .Soviet authorities claim that they 
have made a nev investigation, but they repeat the earlier reply that 
Wallenberg die*’ in 1947. 

The evidence seems first and foremest to reinforce the earlier 
Svedish opinion that Wallenbei>, vas alive in the Vladimir Prison in 
the latter pait of the fiftii', i.c., at Jca*t ten years later than 

the Russians have clained.

The new information, hovcver, that Racul Wallenberg was seen 
alive in the Soviet Union both in 1965 in Vladi.hir end 1975 in a 
Moscow hospital has not been supported by f ther ovldenco.

The report which caused the Mi A tu d ";»nd an explanation from 
Moscow car.c in November last >ear from Abriham Ki'linski. He got 
permission to emigrate froir the Soviet Unijn to Israel in IS 76, but 
it was not until last fall that the f.wedi^h nuthorities learned 
through a West rien:.'!n TV cornany th:»t Kali;i:ki had inforriation about 
Wallenberg. 

Kalinski gave hi . first report to tl.e Swedish 1-mbassy in Tel 
Aviv in the bepinnln^: of December. On 20 December he gave a more 
detailed explanation in New Yoik to Under Secretary cf State for 
Foreign Affairs Leif Lclflatu! and Head of !>rpaitmcnt Sven Hirdman 
from the Ministry of Foreign Affairs (MFA) in Stockholm. 

Kalinski who was born a Polish Jew was arrested in 1944, one 
year before Wallenberg was seized by the Russians in Budapest and 
was Chen imprisoned until 1950. In 1951 Kalinski heard mention of 
Wallenberg for the first tine from a former cell mntc of him in 
the Verchneuralsk (Upper Urai) Prison. Wallenberg had allegedly 
said that he Fad been sente iced to 25 year^ in prison for espionage. 

According to Kal inski’s testimony, Wallenberg was taken to the 
prison of Aleksandr(»vskiy Central in the Irkutsk region in 1953 and 
in 1955 to Vladimir, an unknown "elite prison** about twenty miles 
cast of Moscow.

In 1975 Wallenberg was allcycilly setn !y a cvrcaiti person in a 
prison hospital » Butyrka, in >ioscov* Sicedish authorities know the 
identity of the person, but will not rcvtal it. They have tried in 
vain to get the Moscow resident’s In format ion to Kalinskl verified. 

On 3 January this year, i.c., iusi two weeks after the Swedish 
diplomats* conve sation with Kal inski in New York, th^f Swedish 
Government re<|uested that the Russians imrcdiatcly investigate the 
new information ••for the purpose of cstablisijing whether Wallenberg 
had been in the above-mentioned prisons on the dates given.** 

*'No thing New in the Ca se** 

The Soviet answer came Wednesday. It rr fen ed to the reply in 
19S7 that Wallenberg had died in July 1917 jud the confirmation in 
196S **that nothing new is found and nothing new can he found in the 
question of R. Wallenberg’s fate.** 

The Swedish diplomatic action indicates that they consider 
Kalinski a very reliable witness. 

The MTA*s work hypothesis still is that ’’Wallenberg may be 
alive.** It was said in a stalciront riiday that ’’the Government dees 
not consider the Raoul Kallenbtrp case concluded with the Soviet 
answer, and that there will be cojitinuod ctTorts to bring about 
completely certainty about his fate.”

When the war ended in 1945, Abraham Kni inski • Polish liaison 
officer in Moscow during the war - landed in the notorious Lyub yanks 
prison. From there he wu*-* moved to the prison in Vcrcneneuralsk in 
the Chelyabinsk re>,ion. 

In the same prison there was a Polish sirper nared Wendrowski, 
the former Latvian Minister of Forcii^n Affairs Munters - and Raoul 
Wallenberg. 

*'I saw him often. Ke waved to each other through the bars and 
the cell windows. But I never spoke with him,** 

•*How do you know it was Wallenberg?*' 

*'Fverybody talked about him as either Kaoul or Wallenberg, And 
furthermore, Wendrowski told me about Wallcriherg's fate.** 

The prisoners in Vercheneuralsk were transported to the prison 
Aleksandrovskiy Central in the Irkutsk region, about 18 miles east 
of Moscow, in 1953. 

Kal inski remembers the train trip theve well. 

'M, who was a ’’state ciimiiutl,” was gtiavded by four soldiers and 
an officer iii my own compartment with iron bars in front of the win- 
dow, The others, among them Wallenberg, were put 30 into one car.** 

M umolov ( lood Fri end 

Mamolov, who had been Beria’s deputy, nJso can.c lo the new pri- 
son. He and Wallenberg became very ^:ood h iends up to the year of 
1959, it seemed. 

**I saw Wallenberg three, four times during the week. But, as I 
said, we never talked together. Since 1 was a ’’state criminal,** 
there were special rules for me. It was not to easy to get to talk 
with fellow prisoners. 

”On the othei hand, I noticed that WalUr.bcrg was never allowed 
to be together with anybody but Uussian prisoners.”

In 19S5 Wallenberg, Kalinski, Kcndrowvki, and the others were 
transferred to the prison in \ladiinir. 

21 in aniUher prison building, Wallenberg had 
cell No* 23. *Ke had some correspondence. 

The Soviet authorities begar their “reh ibilitsiion progran** for 
Kalinski in 1957, and on 23 October 1959 he was released for good. 

’•Two days before that I saw Wallenberg for the last time,” he 
says. He seemed to ho In good health then. 

Abraham Kalinski married and stayed in the Soviet Union for 
twenty years. Fven during that period he was confronted with Wal- 
lenberg’s name once. It was when he met a recently released fellow 
prisoner in 1967. They talked about the old dnys, and the other one 
(SvP has his name) said that the Swedish diplomat always promenaded 
together with a colonel in the prison yard... 

Genu i ne Witness 

Abraham Kalinski has already been described as the most genuine 
witness since Professor Kanna Svartz among the numerous who have 
reported on Raoul Wallenberg. 

Kalinski works as a chemical engineer la Israel. The reason 
that he is in the U.S.A. is the arrest in 1945. KalinsH claims that 
he was betrayed by a double agent in the American Embassy in Moscow, 

The American Department cl 6tnte confirmed Friday that Kalinski 
had been their ”infoTmer'* in Moscow. Now he is suing the American 
Government for one and a half million dollars in compensation for the 
Russian prison years. 

"It's a shame that I did not know earlier that Wallenberg was 
still in the Soviet Union. Then 1 would, of course, have gotten in 
touch with Swedish authorities. 

*'Now it was, as I said, in a newspaper note this fall about Simon 
Kioscnthal*s investigetions and the Moscow Olympir Canes that I saw 
Wallenberg’s name. Dear God, 1 can ^till see that Swede before 

my eyes. , .'

Instead the Soviet Union continues along the same line they 
presented in to the effect that Wallenberg who was arrested 

by the Russians ir Budapest in l^MS when he was helping persecuted 
Jews - had died in the lu^byarka Vvison in Moscow in 1947. Please 
observe that it took all of twelve years before the Russians arrived 
at this. This alone gives occasion for suspicion of the truth of 
this reply. 

During the decades that Swedish goverunents have pressured the 
Russians about Raoul Wallenberg's facc» Sweden has presented one tes 
tiinony after another as proof that Wallenberg still is alive - 
despite uninterrupted Russian imprisonment. 

W*hen Sweden intensified its attitude in the "case of Raoul 
Wallenberg** against the Soviet Union in the beginning of this year 
and went from the presentations of evidence to giving the Soviets 
a regular note about the case, there were very strong reasons for 
this. New reliable evidence fron fellow prisoners of Wallenberg in 
various Russian prisons have coufirMted that Wallenberg lived as late 
as in 197S and at that time was being kept in the prison hospital 
Butyrka in Moscow. 

It was pointed out in the radio yesterday that the case of 
Raoul Wallenberg has attracted onornous publicity through the years 
despite the fact that "millions of other people have disappeared 
too.** The strong attention being paid to the Wallenberg affair is 
however, not surprising in any way. The Soviets admittedly arrested 
many other diplomats during the yccond World War, but contrary to 
the continued impr i s»»nment nf Rat'ul Kallrnbcrg, they released these 
later. 

When Raoul walicrlcr/. was arrested »>v the Russians, he repre- 
sented Sweden in a fo:cign tountry and carried out a great humani- 
tarian act. Sc it is natural that bis mcmoiy lives on so strongly 
here. 



As answer to the Russian Covernment's new "nyet** to Sweden 
about Wallenberg, the Ullsten Government states that they do not 
consider the Wallenberg case concluded, but will continue their 
efforts to bring about full certainty about his fate.

I saw Raoul Wallenberg as Into as 2 7 Ccti»Hrr. lie lived in cell No. 

23 and I in No. 21. I waved goodbye to him, lie was then very thin- 
faced. He had dark hair.” 

Some more years passed, Abraham Kalinski was a free man. In i 

1967 he went to a seaside resort at tho RlacV Sea to try to cure 
a back ailment. There he met a rellow pris>ner who had just been 
released. 

With a Colonel

about old friends.

Raoul Wallenberg is nov ~ i f he is alive - 67 years old. 

Raoul Wallenberg was <r|»loyovl In the Swedish Legation in Buda- 
pest in 1944 in order to head a special issirtance department. He 
was 32 years old then and had Korked as for* iijn director in a Swe- 
dish publishing house with business in Hungary for some years. 

The Swedish a<si stance action gradually became very extensive. 

The working conditions deterioriiled. The Swedish Legation was 
looted, and during the chaotic period before the Soviet conquest of 
Budapest the diplomats were at times cut off from each other. The 
connections with Wallenberg's department were cut off on IS January. 
On 17 January he appeared in the l*tbassy with Soviet escorts. He 
had to pick up his belongings and go to Marshal Malinovskiy's head- 
quarters. He said that he did nor know whether he was going there 
as a guest or as a prisoner. 

That was the last time ar.y Swede saw Paoul Wallenberg.

You cannpt rule out the t oss ih i I ity , however, that **a Swede" 
in Che Soviet Union may contaiii itany liii sunderstamli ngs. It could 

be an Hstonian Swede, a "Swede” from ''’amnclsvenskby (Old Swedish 

Town) in southern Russia, wheio Swedes from the free T.stonia emi- 
grated and were not «allowod t.i return. It may also be a confusion 
with other nationalitie:-. 

Swedish authorities are now trying discreetly to check Kalin- 
ski’s information and personal reference.^. They have already gotten 
a negative reply in one case, namely about the toircr Latvian Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, Mimthcrs, who, according to Kalinski, had 
shared a cell with Kancnberg. Murthers is now said to have died 
several years ago. 

In the MFA*s fat files about Wallenherj!, where Kalin: ki*s name 
by the way was found long before he became of current interest, 
there is just one witness who with one hundred percent certainty 
has talked with Kallenberg. This is the Austrian Gustav Richter, 
who shared a cell with the Swede in a Moscow prison as far back as 
January-February 1945. 

On the other hand they have hoiird a number ct persons who say 
t'lat they have been ir. "knocking contact” \ ith Hallenberg in the 
Vladimir Prison in the fifties. Among Uu'se are reliable witnesses 
such as the Swiss Brugger and tht (JeTmans Miille and Rehekampf. 

The most valuable aspect of Kalin.^-li's testimony is, the Swedes 
say, that his jigsaw j)icccs fit precisely into the mapping that they 
have had from earlier. Therefore, they .ilso tend to believe his 
information, althon h it is soc»’>n.!hand , from 1968 and 1075. 

Nobody dares to believe that tiie Soviet leaders should change 
their information from 1957 to the effect that Wallenberg died in 
1947 because of Kulinski*s evidenre.

New 
breakthroughs max come in the search for clues which has now been 
intensified. 
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
